and in that ſervice have received divers maymes, and wounds, where- 
of they are not yet cured not can be without care and coſt; in attend 
ing them and providing for them; and His Majeſty having already ta- 
ken them, and others of the like condition, into His Gracious conſide- 
iation to provide for their ſuſtentation for the future, as appeats by His 
Proclamation of the date of the ſecond ofthis preſent Moneth. But by 
teaſon of the many, and thoſe important occaſions He hath otherwile, 
He cannot forthe preſent ſo provide for theſe poore diſtreſſed Soules as 
He would, and as the neceſſity oftheir cales doth require, Doththere- 
fore out of His Princely goodneſſe recommend them to the Charity of 
His well · diſpoſed Subjects, out of their bounty and compaſsion to 
contribute towards their preſent releife, inſuch meaſure and manner | 


as God ſhall move their hearts unto. And for the better collecting - 
thereof, He doth require, That onthe next Sunday, or Lords day, in eve 
Colledge in the Vn yerſty at ſuch time as they ſhall think fir, and in ere. 
ry Church in this City and Suburbs, this His plealure be ſignified a. 
morning Prayer in thoſe Churches, and either the Church-wardens, A 
or ſome other perſons of honeſty and diſcretion in every of thoſe plas 
ces, to be appoynted by the Major of the City, ſhall receive thoſe Col- 
lections. And His Majeſtydoth hereby require that they who ſhall be ſo 
truſted, ſhall under their hands deliver true notes of the money collect- 
ed, and che moneys themſelves to the hands of Leonard Bowman of this 
City, Mercer, whom His Majeſty doth appoynt to be treaſurer for that 
purpoſe, and whoſepaines and care His Majeſty intendeth to uſe in this [ 
charitable worke for the releife of theſe His Majeſties poore Subjects 
who ſhall expend the ſame according to fuch inſtructions as ſhall be ; 
given by the Commilsioners appoynted for the care of His Majeſties 
Army, fitting in the Audit houſe at Chriſt· Church. | 
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
